Chief of Police Abell's Report to the 


Board of Public Safety Showed

Board of Public Works held Friday 
night, the city attorney was ordered 
to prepare resolutions for the im­ 
provement 
of Fourth 
street 
from 
Indianapolis Avenue east to the cor­ 
poration and of Walnut street from 
the B. & O. south to the corporation. 
It is proposed to regrade, regravel 
these streets and put in curbing and 
. gutters. 
The 
repairing 
of 
North 
Walnut and part of North Chestnut 
by putting on gravel where neces­ 
sary w as decided upon. 
Regarding the Vine street improve­ 
ment, 
Chairman 
Davison 
reported 
that the curbing on the west side had 
been put in and that the curbing on 
the other side would be completed 
next week and the graveling a week 
later if the weather continued good, 
lie also reported that the beginning 
of work on the Third street sewer 
would be delayed until next week. 
The clerk was ordered to notify 
the trustee that the city would look 
after the cleaning of its allotment of 
1,500 feet of the McDonald ditch. 
W. R. Day called up the question of 
putting in a sewer from the street in 
front of the new hospital down Bruce 
to the Pine street sewer. 
Attorney 
Kamman, representing Mr. Kehneek, 
was present and urged that some a c­ 
tion be taken as the excavation for 
the 
hospital 
was about completed 
and in case of heavy rains a sewer 
would be needed. 
After considerable 
discussion as to how the cost should 
be assessed or paid it was ordered 
that the engineer make an estimate of 
cost, size of tile required and the 
depth of the proposed sewer. 
Councilman Misch called attention 
to the need of cleaning the old ceme­ 
tery and the chairman of the board 
w as instructed to make an investig a­ 
tion of what work was necessary. 
The Board of Public Safety also 
held a meeting. 
The council Thurs­ 
day night referred to the board the 
matter of purchasing new ball bear­ 
ing wheels for the tire wagon and it 
was decided to purchase them at the 
price quoted, $130. 
Chief Everhart 
of the tire department reported two 
fires during July, the loss being $18 5. 
Chief of Police Abell’s report was 
read by Chairman Mills and showed 
twenty-seven arrests during July for 
intoxication.

convicted; 
five went to jail, twelve stayed their 
fines and the remainder paid. 
There 
were five arrests during the month for 
gambling and five for assault and 
battery; two of the latter cases were 
dismissed. 
Two men were arrested 
for stealing and were bound over to 
court. 
There were two arrests for 
provoke, one for trespass, one for 
selling without license and one for 
allowing dog to run at large.

J, Troop, head of the horticultural 
department

Purdue 
University, 
was in Seymour today, having come 
from Mitchell, lie is president of the 
Burton Fruit Company, which has a 
large farm near that town, J. A. Bur­ 
ton being manager. 
The company 
has 175 acres set out in fruit trees, 
m ostly apples, and expects this fall 
to have twenty-five acres more. 
The 
farm is being conducted along the 
latest scientific lines. 
Twenty-five acres will bear this 
year, and the company expects to sell 
about 1,000 barrels of apples from 
this tract. 
Their principal varieties 
of early apples are Duchess and Yel­ 
low Transparents, and for later fruit 
W inesaps, J onathans, Grimes’ Gilden 
and Rome Beauties. 
The State Hor­ 
ticultural Society has an experimen­ 
tal farm and Mr. Troop was one of 
the committee that has been examin­ 
ing it this week. 
The Purdue department has been 
doing some experimental 
work 
in 
melon diseases in J ackson county 
this year, principally on the farm of 
G. C. Borcherding, west of Seymour, 
and Jam es Marsh, at Reddington. 
Special attention has been given to 
rust, which has been causing trouble 
this year for vines in this county. 
Treatment by praying lias been suc­ 
cessfully carried on under the direc­ 
tion of an agent of the department, 
J 
who has been here frequently during 
the season. 
The rust is very hard 
on the vines and has a tendency to 
injure the quality of melons. 
In Knox county this year incests 
have caused considerable trouble and 
the department has been experiment­ 
ing there with a treatment of this 
evil.

W. E. Hoadley who arrived home 
from Europe Friday has much of in­ 
terest to say regarding his 10,000 
mile trip. 
He was not sick a moment 
on the ocean trip either way and was 
able and anxious to eat five meals a 
day. 
Three weeks of the ten he was 
gone he spent in England, much of the 
time visiting aunts and cousins at 
Brighton and renewing old acquain­ 
tances in Lewis, an interesting old 
town in Sussex county, which was his 
home for nine years. 
When he was 
thirteen years of age his father, who 
had originally come from England, 
moved back to Lewis from Newport, 
Kv., and engaged in the grocery bus­ 
iness, the son working in the store.

Catarrh Cannot be Cured 


Spencer county as to the best method 
of ridding his fields of the pest, the 
Farmer’s Guide says: 
“ Dodder is the worst weed pest of 
the clover grower. 
Where the field is 
badly infected with it, perhaps the 
safest way would be to plow up the 
field before the dodder has formed 
seed. 
Plant the field to some non- 
leguminous crop that must be culti­ 
vated. 
This will gradually kill out 
the dodder and free the soil of the 
seed. 
If the seed have formed, then 
we would advise burning over the en­ 
tire field before plowing it up. 
This 
is a severe course to recommend to 
the man who is having hard work 
g etting a stand 
of 
clover, 
but 
he 
should remember that dodder is a 
very serious weed pest and it requires 
severe measures to kill it out. 
“ Where the dodder is only in spots, 
the entire field need not be sacrificed, 
but all growth on the “ spots” should 
be pulled up and burned without mov­ 
ing. 
Get far enough from the border 
of the “ spots” to make sure of getting 
all 
the 
dodder. 
Small 
pieces 
of 
plants 
left 
continue 
to 
grow. 
It 
should be remembered that the dodder 
is not like the ordinary weeds, in that 
it lives entirely off the clover plant, 
having no connection with the ground 
whatever. 
It 
germinates 
in 
the 
ground but after climbing up on the 
clover, the roots die, and the nourish­ 
ment is taken from the clover.”

It Is doubtless the general op inion 
that the descendants of John Adams 
second p resident of the United States, 
are also those who are descendants 
of John Quincy Adams, who became 
p resident 25 years after his father's 
retirement from the oitice. 
Yet it is 
a fact that there are many descend­ 
ants in direct line from John Adams; 
some of them live in the western p art 
of New York state, some in the mid­ 
west, and a few in the far west. And 
It is one of these direct descendants 
of John Adams that the anecdote I am 
now about to relate w'aa told me by 
a lady who is herself a great-great- 
granddaughter of John Adams. 
"I p resume,’* said this 
lady, who 
asked that her name be not used, “that 
very few p ersons in the United States 
rea lize how p op ular the Fourth of Ju­ 
ly recep tions, given by our ambassa­ 
dor to the Court of St. James, White- 
law Reid, have become. 
The number 
of Americans who are in Europ e at 
that time of the year is usually very 
large; all of them are anxious to re­ 
ceive invitations to the recep tion, and 
it has been necessary, in order to p re­ 
vent too great a crush, to limit the 
invitations to those who are of Amer­ 
ican birth or citizenship . 
“It was about three years ago that a 
lady, Mrs. Frederick Jones, who is a 
relative of mine, ap p lied to a secre­ 
tary of the legation for cards of in­ 
vitation for herself and daughter to 
Mr. Reid’s Fourth of July recep tion of 
that year. 
The secretary was 
very 
courteous, yet he insisted up on know­ 
ing some of the details cf Mrs. Jones’ 
family history. 
“For instance, he asked her if she 
were an American citizen, and she re­ 
p lied that her home had been from 
early childhood either in France, Ber­ 
muda or in England. 
Then he asked 
her if her husband were an 
English 
citizen, and she rep lied that he was, 
and that her daughter was born in 
England. 
Thereup on, the 
secretary 
told her that he greatly regretted 
that he would be obliged to refuse her 
ap p lication for card3 to the recep tion 


and he exp lained that it wag limited 
strictly to American citizens. 
“Well, Mrs. Jones was a good deal 
disturbed by this refusal, yet the more 
she thought about It the more p ersuad- 
she was that she had a right to be 
given the invitation she sought.

PASTURING PIGS ON CLOVER 


Produces Cheapest Pork, When Used 
I n Conjunction With Some 
Supplemental Feed. 


Even at present prices it is essen­ 
tially to our interests to produce pork 
as cheaply as possible. 
Simply be­ 
cause hogs are selling at record prices 
we cannot allow the cost of produc­ 
tion to creep up alongside the increas­ 
ed selling price. 
It should ever be 
the aim of the hogman to have the 
hogs and the methods which will en­ 
able him to produce a pound of pork 
with the smallest outlay consistent 
with good gains. 
It has always been our opinion that 
the cheapest pork can be produced on 
clover pastirre, when it is used in con­ 
junction with some supplemental feed, 
writes Clyde A. Waugh, in Michigan 
Parmer. 
Clover furnishes cheap pro­ 
tein, allows the hog to exist In what 
approaches 
his 
natural 
condition, 
keeps him fairly 
healthy, 
manures 
your field and saves a great deal of 
labor. 
W e have found that most of 
our 
profitable litters are those that are 
farrowed about the time the sows can 
be turned on pasture. 
It Is an easy 
matter to take a roll of hog fencing, 
stick in a post every seven or eight 
rods, and to stretch up your fence. 
It 
can be done in half a day. 
Several 
litters of pigs can he run In a few 
acres. 
After suckling a few 
weeks 
the 
sows can he reduced to a ration of a 
few ears of corn a day. 
Before this 
a few troughs can he placed so as to 
admit the pigs and keep out the sows, 
when the pigs can be given shorts 
and other feeds. 
Handled In such a manner you have 
fair sized shoats when the new corn 
crop is ready to be fed. 
Then, a little 
green corn can be used to advantage.

Bottom W ill Effect Cure In 
Very Few Days. 


It is natural for hens of the sitting 
breeds to become broody after she 
has finished laying a “ clutch" of eggs. 
They do not deserve to be ducked or 
otherwise abused because they follow 
the course nature has laid down for 
them.

up, if immediate action is taken. 
Shutting her in a box with a slatted 
bottom, the box being supported a foot 
from the ground, will usually cure 
her in a day or two.

Supple­ 
ment Hay When Latter Is Fallurs 
— Soy Beans for 8i!o. 


On many farms where the number 
of animals raised on the farm and 
kept through the winter is dependent 
upon the amount of hay harvested, 
the farmer Ip unable to winter all of 
his stock when the hay crop is a fail­ 
ure unless he grows catch crops 
to 
supplement his hay crop. 
Oats and peas make a very good 
catch crop and will produce a large 
amount of palatable and nourishing 
hay. 
Corn fodder 
makes 
an 
excellent 
catch crop and affords abundance of 
rough feed, although corn that Is al­ 
lowed to reach a more mature condi­ 
tion will afford the most nourishment. 
Millet Is another 
excellent 
catch 
crop and will thrive under a wide 
variety of conditions, but like most 
other crops w ill produce better crops 
when it is raised on land that contains 
an abundance of plant food. 
Barley and peas are very valuable 
for fall feeding and may be cut late 
and cured for hay the same as oats 
and peas. 
This mixed crop may he 
used for soiling purposes until late in 
November. 
Rape is a member of the 
turnip family and makes an excellent 
late forage crop for sheep and hogs 
any many farmers pasture It with 
young cattle but it is not adapted for 
feeding dairy cattle, owing to the dan­ 
ger of its giving the milk a bad odor, 
similar to that Imparted by the turnip 
when fed in large quantities. 
Soy beans are recommended highly 
as an economical source of protein 
and may be grown In most sections 
of the country where live stock is 
fed. 
Many fail with this crop be­ 
cause they do not wait for the ground 
to become warm before they sow the 
crop. 
Soy beans may he drilled, plan­ 
ted in hills or in rows. 
On farms where there Is a silo they 
will do well when sowed in the corn 
field and run Into the silo with the 
corn crop. 
It improves the food value 
of the ensilage and has no had re­ 
sults.
